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The Congress of the Deaf held 
this week in Kilmarnock brings 
prominently bofere tho public the 
peculiar difficulties and obstaclcH 
that encompass mut^s in the battle 
of life. The hearing public find it 
a stiff enough stiii^f^le at times, and 
when a man or woman has to face 
the world under adverse circum- 
stances and surroundings, coupled 
with a deprivation of the sense of 
hearing, the handicap is undoubt- 
edly a terribly severe one. It say 
all the more for tho grjt and moral 
worth of so many muteH that they 
have triumphed over all, and taken 
their place as useful members of 
communities: some indeed have 
taken prominent places in tho 
country. The deaf have the 
sympathy of all sensible people, 
who tliemselves are dowered with 
tho gift of hearing, but however 
valuable sympathy is, as an asset it 
ranks for very little. Practical aid 
is required to put the deaf in as rle- 
sirable a condition as combined nr 
individually powerful effort rniglil 
accomplish. We cannot restori' iln> 
hearing by miraculous aei.t. Imt 
much might be done to promote the 
progress and advancement of those 
peojile who are not so favourably 
situated as we are ourselves. There 
ar-e obstacles in the way of the deaf 
now that might, and, in all justice, 
we say ought to be removed. The 
(lOVernmeril of the country speudis 
a very considerable sum annually 
on the training men and women as 
teachers, they spend nothing in the 
some way on the deaf. More than 
that, the Government does not al- 
low capable mutei^ as teachers. 
Surely this is a state of matters 
that ought not to be allowed to con- 
tinue. Deafness is a great calamity, 
but it is not in accordance with 
reason that where it is really un- 
necessary we should further pen- 
alise the sufferer. Other IhingH l>e-

the deaf lliaii those possessed of 
hearing. A cominoii sympathy 
alone would govern the relations of 
temjher and pupils as cannot be the 
case otherwise. There are institu- 
tions for the deaf in di" tH 
f)f the country, but fl' i- 
capped in their n -> by the 
Lack of that suppo n in indis- 
pensible. There is regretfully a 
large number of mates in the 
country, and as things are now 
there is no room, no means of grap- 
pling with tho needs of arrjthing 
like the total number. Tho furnls 
at disposal are inadequate for meet- 
ing the demands of tho case. 
These institutions An- the deaf, 
along with the missions specially 
devoted to the deaf, have done and 
are doing magnificent and rrohle 
work in the of huiiumity. 
They are edi: 1 s<'iniriaries 
that must commend themselves to 
all. They are helping the doaf to 
help themselves; by their instru- 
mentality many are put on the road 
to respectable, honourable, and 
us<»ful lives, and thoieby indirectly 
the taxes of the whole eomniunity 
are saved from burdiitis.

The lemains were laid in a cloth- 
covered casket, with silver trim- 
mings.

The New York Times of Tuesday 
contained the following," concern- 
ing Mr. Fersenheim : 

"Gustavo Fersenheim, llio little 
ohl deaf and dumb man in the 
lAidoral Muilding, who was down on 
the pay roll as a clerk, but whose 
principal self-imposed duty was to 
feed and preserve order among the 
cats in the cellar, is dead, lie died 
of gastritis on Sunday evening at 
his neat and comfortable little 
home, on the third floor of (jdl! lOasI 
One Hundred and Ferty-eighth 
Rtre(U, after a verj' brief illness. 

"The cats in the cellar of the 
Federal Huikling were not the only 
creatures who missed him yesterday. 
There is a parrot at his home, now 
thirty-two years old, which has re- 
fused to eat since the old man died, 
because he was the one who always 
f«<(l it. The care of animals was 
Fersenliei Ill's fad, that and the fact 
that he had been to Singapore when 
a young man. Ho never tired of 
the sights he saw there when he 
met tliose who could understand 
what he said with his fingers. 

" l''(M'senheim, who was soventy- 
«'itlht yeais old, became an emi)loyo 
of the Government on July 1, 1870. 
Somahow ho always chose a rosi- 
doiice far out toward the suburbs of 
the city. He did not parade his 
love for animals, in fact, tried \a 
hide it when he could. So he 
found that the early hours of the 
day was the time when the fewest 
men were about at the Federal 
Muilding. His time for reiiorting 
for duty was 7 o'clock. In order to 
get time to attend to his cats, he 
had to leave his homo very oarly; 
since he has lived in Fast One 
Hundred and Forty-eighth Street, 
as eaily as fl o'clock. Hut ho was 
astir much earlier than that, be- 
cause it was necessaiy to get his 
liver and bits of meat ready for Jiis 
feline boarders, and to feed the par- 
rot. 

" At the Federal Huilding his 

duties as a clerk were considered a 

side issue by the numerous clerks 

tnere. He was known principally 

as the "dumb cat feeder," anil 

without the slightest suggestion of 

derision, for everybody recognii5e<I 

the kindly nature of the num. 

There was only one thing which 

they had against him. He had 

everybody in the building burdened 

with kittens. He could not bear to 

drown them, and sometliing had to 

bo done with the numerous pi ogeny 

of the cat. OccnNionally,loo, his fe 

line pets got into mischief, and 

"'"(r doings into the papers. That

oared that they wouVi bo taken 
Iroin him. 

" Some yearn ago the thing li„ 
feared so much hajipensd. The cats 
became sncsh a nui.sance tJmt one 
day, by the order »f (ho powers 
that be in tho J'ost-Onico Huilding, 
a wagon arrived with an agent of 
the Society for the Prev«>ntion of 
Cruelly to Animals and nearly all 
<d' Fersenheim's pets were done 
away with. From what was left, 
liowover, a family of thirty felines 
«ow mourn the absenco of the man 
who never forgot them. 

" l''erMenheim came to this 
cfuuitry from Germany in tSGO. As 
soon lis the law would allow he be- 1 



came a citizen of the United States. 
Ho married twice, the second time 
not more than six years ago. In 
his domestic life there is an interest- 
ing story, too. He loved a girl with 
whom he spent much of his child- 
hood, and who also was devoid of 
the power of speech and hearing. 
They became separated. One day 
when they had both grown old, and 
had lost their respective partners in 
life, they mot by accident in Dr. 
Gallaudet's Church for the Deaf 
and Dumb. Fersenheim was 
then seventy-two years old and his 
sweetheart of early days fifty-eight. 

" The marriage of the couj)le. 
both unable to hear or speak, creat- 
ed awkwaid conditions in their 
housekeeping. The parrot which 
had been numy years in the po.sses- 
sion of Foriisonhoim wasultili/.ed to 
aid them in one predicament. It 
was taught by friends of the couple 
to say " Come in" when any one 
knocked at tho door. In order to 
ai)priso the host and hostess of the 
apiiroaching visitor it was taught to 
fty toward the door also. 

" Fernsenheiin became ill on Fri- 
day evening last. He would not 
consent to lie in bed. He had 
learned to express a few words 
through a course of lessons which 
teach tho dumb to use their lips. 
Ho became wonderfully skillful in 
this regard toward the end, and ex- 
pressed the fact that ho was dying 
at the last moment by saying so 
that everybody could understand 
him, " I am done."

When Mr. Anthony Trollope pic- 
tured Andy Scott as "coming 
whistling up tho street with a cigar 
in his mouth" he not only proved 
that he had never made personal 
experiment of the double feat of 
smoking a cigar and whistling a 
a tune, but he was unconsciously 
following iathe steps of still greater 
writeis who made their heroes do 
amazing and impossible things. 

Those who remember Robinson 
Crusoe may recall a most wonder- 
ful feut of this hero of childhood. 
When ho decided to abandon the 
wreck and try to swim ashore he 
took the precaution to remove his 
clothes, and yet by some strange 
magic, of which the secret has been 
lost, the author makes him, when 
in this condition of nature, fill his 
poekefs nitii buctcuiti^. 

The great Shakespeare himself 
had a peculiar facility for making 
the impossible happen in his plays. 
One of the most remarkable of these 
feats occurs in the fifth act of 
" Othello, " when Dendemona, after 
she has been duly smothered by the 
Moor, comes to life again and enters 
into conversation quite rationally, 
even inviting a generous falsehood 
to shield him from the consequences 
of his crime before .she decides to 
die. The improbability of a pei*son 
recovering consciousness and s])eech 
after being smothered, and of dy- 
ing after pel forming such a feat, 
scarcely needs pointing out. 

Shakespeare, too, had a trick of 
introducing the most glaring anach- 
ronisms — so glaring, iu fact, that 
there is more than a suspicion that 
tliej' must have been introduced 
consciously for some unknown rea- 
son. For instance, he makes a 
clock strike iu ancient Rome at a 
time more than a thoOsand years 
before clocks were invented, when 
suoh an event would certainly have 
been the eighth wonder of tho 
world. 

Quite regardless of the evidence 
of geography, he transports Bohe- 
mia to the seaside, and he intro- 
duces a printing press long l>efore 
the days of Gutenberg. He calmly 
introduces a billiard table to Cleo- 
patra's palace, and makes cannon 
familar to King John and his bar- 
ons. 

Thackeray was no nuauiival to 
Shakespeare in vagaries of this 
kind ; but in his case they appear to 
have been tho result of pure care- 
lessness and forget fulness. The 
most flagrant case, [wrhaps, is 
wheie, after burying Lady Kew and 
effectively dismissing her from the 
story, he brings her to life again to 
help him out of his plot, and in 
his capacity for mixing up the 
names of his characters is as con- 
fusing as it is wonderful. 

Emil Zola, in spite of his care- 
fulness, makes the astonishing 
statement in one of his novels 
(Lourdes) that the deaf and dumb 
reoovereii their hearing and sight, 
an event which savors very much of 
the miraculous. 

The moon has innocently been 
the cause of much blundering on 
the part of authors. Wilkie Collins 
in some mysterious fa.shion, made it 
rise on on* important, occasion iu 
the west; Rider Haggard in " King 
Solomon's Minos " contrived an 
eclip.se of the new moon for the 
benefit of his readers; and Cole- 
ridge ingeniously places a star be- 
tween the horns of the orescent 
moon as she rises in tlie east. — Tii- 
liils.

Foitunately the Union 
general in command had formerly 
boarded with his parents, and when 
his case was lirought before him 
he was allowed to go home. His 
mother had been unaware of the 
pretlicament he had been in, and 
when informed her snrpri.se may 
well be imagined. AVhih> lli(> 
ITiiion army was in the neighbor- 
hood the property of his parents 
escaped the ravages of war, so he 
told us. ^Mr. and Mrs. B. O.

Minor, Monday, having become .ic- 
quainted while Mr. Sprague was a 
teacher in the Kansas School, and 
talked over Kansas and Mi-ssouri 
matters of times past. Mr. and 
Mrs. Minor left Tuesday afternoon 
for St. Louis and from tlieio «ill 
return to their homo later.

last week, was the victim of a 
broken heart at the age of fifty-five. 
For twenty-five years he had been 
deaf, dumb and blind. Yet the 
things ho accomplished under the 
handicap that nature had placed 
upon him were remarkable. 

Sprague wjus born in Sullivan 
County. In his boyhood he had a 
severe attack of sen riot fever, 
which completely destroyed his 
senses of speech and hearing. He 
grew up a deaf-mute. His eye- 
sight failed, and just before ho at- 
tained his maiiiiilv In. hi..'.imi. 
totallj- blind.

New Hamburg the case of Mr. 
Sprague was brought to Dr. Gal- 
laudet's attention, and he was ad- 
mitted to the Homo.

He had not been long 
in the Home when he showed a 
talent for making boxes, ca>)inets 
and other useful things out of wood, 
lie was so skilful with tho hammer 
and saw that a sot of carpenter's 
tools was given him, and for nearly 
ten years he turned products that 
astonished every t)ne. He was es- 
pecially skilful in carving, and one 
of his feats was to carve medallions 
of Washington, Lincoln, and a few I 
other famous men, from li' !
